SUBMARINE HAS BEEN SUNK 


The Binding of the Arabic,.therefore, came as a double shock. 


Inasmuch as it seems to have been established that the submarine 
which sunk the Arabic has been destroyed by a British patrol boat, 
the exact circumstances may never be determined other than "by 
testimony from Bntish and American 
survivors. 
The 
German 


government's statement that before sinking of the Arabic the sub- 
marine commanders had been ordered to sink no more, passenger 
ships without warning may be taken as a disavowal of that act. 
The question of reparation, for the Americans who lost their lives 
on the Lusitania and the Arabic and other chips which have been 
torpedoed probably will be the next step in the proceeding. Sec- 
retary Lansing:has steadfastly refused to discuss the Imsitauia case 
with the German ambassador until the Arabic incident was disposed 
of.

James Blair, of Lakevicw, Jlon- 


tana, was my hunting companion, 
and Augusta, Lewis and Clarke 
County, Montana, was selected as 
our "jumping-bfE" place. Au- 
gusta is one and one-half miles 
southwest of Oilman, the western 
terminus of a branch of the Great 
Northern Hailroad. Blair brought 
his camp outfit and nine of his 
trusty saddle and pack horses, 
with pack supplies, camp - equip- 
ment and accoutrements 
from 


Mpnida, Montana. Charles Green 
came with him as a cook and 
horse rangier, bringing his own 
horse; Their entire outfit, was 
loaded in an emigrant car at Mon- 
ida and it took them five days to 
go to Augusta, while,it; took,me 
only four days to go from Ports- 
mouth to Augusta. Bruce N'ealj 
of. Augusta, :was our local guide, 
and. for. strength, energy, willing- 
ness, good nature arid enthusiasm 
he has no equal. -He is.a trapper 
in winter-and- a cow. puncher, 
sheep herder, forest ranger, horse 
rangier,: guide - and anything else 
that pays during the remainder of 


the year. He has but one failing, 
and that is a mania to go bare- 
footed whenever and wherever it 
is possible. He .invariably took 
off his shoes on coming into camp 
and kept, them off until-.he.-left; 
the next day. A little snow made 
no difference and frequently 
he 


walked in the snow for a mile or 
two,hunting the horses or simply 
"resting his feet", as he put it, 
on the, trail coming into. camp. 
The only time he did not go bare- 
footed was when he was in-the 
heavy brush and in the roughest 
and rockiest of the'going. As soon 
as the frozen ground and ice of 
winter came to stay, and that 
was about October first, he adopt- 
ed moccasins and hiked in them 
like an Indian, but even the moc- 
casins had to come off in camp 
during the mornings and even- 
ings, and on the cold frosty morn- 
ings lie built fires, chopped, wtoqd, 
cooked, carried water and , did 
what general camp work there 
was to be done; in his bare feet. 
Neal brought his own. saddle. and 
pack horse, making twelve horses 
in our outfit.. . 


AVc packed out of. Augusta on 


September fifth, :with. about: five 
hundred pounds of. supplies, 'be- 
sides the beddirig,_kitchen and the 
general camp equipment^ intend- 
ing to return about October flt- 
tecnth. 
Two. days later we 


camped at the foot of the Con- 
tinental Divide. - This much' of 


our'journey was through a coun- 
try dotted with ranches devoted 
:o raising grain, cattle and sheep, 
[jakes were scattered here 
and 


:here, and many fine streams of 
water poured across the plains 
Tom the western slope of the 
mountains. 
"We had seen many 


wild ducks, some prairie chickens 
and one coyote thus far. The 
aw protected, the .chickens, the 
coyote took care of himself and 
my 22 automatic accounted' for 
a duck now and then. I realized 
on those days that a mistake had 
>een made in not taking along a 
20 gauge shot gun, and I 
con- 


;inued to regret it daily, for the 
grouse, pheasants, ducks 
and 


chickens were plentiful and usual- 
y too unsteady for shooting with 
a small riffe. Nevertheless, many

once two Mallards 


at one shot were killed with the 
22 automatic, using hollow point 
bullets. 


Here at the foot of the mouu- 


;ains we had to wait three days 
'or hunting licenses .for Blair, 
Neal and myself. We had made

"o mail at once—hence the delay. 
But we had a good time, catching

The new road law known as the "Cuss Bill" will take effect 


Monday, September 6, 1916, and in it will be found many new 
and helpful provisions. 


The county highway superintendent may by a permit in writ- 


ing, authorize the owners of property adjoining th?. highways, at 
their own expense, to locate and plant trees subject to his ap- 
proval as to kind, size and location, 


The county highway superintendent shall have control of all 


trees, shrubs and grass in the public highways of the county, but 
not within the limits of a.municipality, and shall prosecute com- 
plaints for malicious injury to such trees. 
> 


The county highway superintendent with the approval of the 


county' commissioners or township trustees, may 
construct, and 


maintain water troughs and drinking f6untains along public high- 


additional 
ways at convenient points. 


The state highway commissioner cannot designate 


inter-county or main market roads or change existing 
county roads without first publishing a notice, of the same. 


Applications by county commissioners to the state highway 


commissioner for aid from any appropriation by the State shall be 
filed prior to January 1st of the calendar year over which such 
appropriations may be made or become available. 


When a part of an intar-county highway or main market road 


is improved by the State, by contract 'or force account, ten per 
cent of the cost of said construction or improvement shall be as- 
sessed against the land abutting

erty shall not exceed thirty-three per cent of the valuation of 
such abutting property. ' 


Each application for state aid in ths construction,, improve- 


ment, maintenance or repair of inpair of;inter-coimty or main mar- 
ket roads, shall be a properly certified resolution that the county 
commissioners or township trustees slating that the public, inter- 
est demands the improvement of the inter-county or main market 
road described, which may include any portion of a highway in 
the limits of any village, when the same is a. continuation of the 
proposed improvement, arid the consent of the council of the vil- 
lage has first been obtained. 


Each application' for state aid shall also contain an agreement, 


o nthe part, of the county commissioners or township trustees to 
pay one-half of the total cost including expenses of surveys.

THE PRICE WE PAY, 


(Journal American Medical Association.) 


Thirty lives, mostly those of little children, ware lost 
this 


year as a result of Fourth of July celebrations. Of these, one boy 
died of lockjaw following a "blank cartridge injury, five persons 
were killed outright by firearms, five were killed by the-explosions 
of fire bombs or torpedoes, six were injured by cannon and two by 
'other forms of fireworks. Eleven children, mostly little girls, were 
•burned to death by fire from fireworks. Besides the thirty 
fatal 


acidents there were 1,135 non-fatal injuries: One person was to- 
tally blinded, eleven lost one eye, five lost legs, arms or bands and 
thirty-eight lost one or more fingers. Of these injuries, 227_wero 
due to giant firecrackers, 100 ware caused by firearms and ninety- 
three by cannon. These figures taken from the Thirteenth Annual 
Summary of Fourth of July Injuries, published by The Journal ot 
the American Medical Association, show that the cost of our an- 
nual patriotic orgy of noise and 
gunpowder is still far 
more, 


costly than it should be. Yet a comparison with 
previous 
years 


shows a distinct gain. In 1903, when The Journal of the American 
•Medical Association first began the collection and publication ot 
these figures,'406 deaths from lockjaw followed the Fourth of July 
celebration, while 60 deaths from other causes connected with the 
day and its observance were reported. 
The total figure's for the 


past thirteen years show that since 1903, our Fourth of July cele- 
brations have cose us 991 lives from lockjaw and 871 from other 
causes, making a total of 1862 lives lost as a result ot the old-fash- 
ioned, noisy, nerv-racking and dangerous Fourth of July celebra- 
tions. 


As has been repeatedly pointed out, the 
responsibility 
for 


these Fourth of July accidents rests entirely with the city govern- 
ment.- The regulation of fireworks and methods of celebrating the 
Fourth is a matter for municipal regulation. The city authorities, 
therefore, must, be bold, personally responsible for any Fourth of 
July accidents or deaths whicfi may occur. Loss of life through 
lockjaw the burning to death of little children, the maiming and 
crippling of citizens and the destruction of property by fire can all 
be prevented by propsrly enacted 
and 
rigidly enforced ordi- 


nances in forty-three of the largest cities in which the hulk of these 
accidents occurred. 
Restrictive ordinances are usually looked on 


as halfway measures nud arc not enforced. 
Absolute prohibition 


of the sale of fireworks in any form bus been proven to be the only 
mjBiis by which loss of life and a heavy toll of disabling and mu- 
tilating accidents can be avoided.

tbcir own expense, to locate ami plant trees subject to his 
ap- 


proval as to kiijd, size and location. 


The county highway superintendent shall have control of all 


trees, shrubs and grass iu tlw public highways, of the county, but 
nut within the limits oC « municipality, and shall prosecute com 
plaints for malicious iii.jury to such trccs.' 


Thu county highway Mipeiintenclcnt with the approval of tho 


county commissioners or township trustees, may 
construct ami 


maintain water troughs and diinking fountains along public high- 
ways at - convenient points; 


The state highway commissioner cannot designate additional 


inter-county" or main market .roads or "change existing intcr- 
count} roads without first publishing a notice of the same. . 


Applications by county commissioners to the state highway 


commissioner for aid from any appropriation by the State "shall be 
filed prior TO January 1st of the calendar year over which such 
tipprdpi-iatiohs may "be made •or become available. 


When a part of an intjr-county.highway "or riiajn'.'market road , 


is improved,By the State, by contract or force account,..ten per 
cent of the cost of said construction or "improvement shall be. as- 
sessed: against the laud abutting thcraon. according to .benefits, 
provide'd the total amount assessed nny owner: or abutting prop- 
erty shall not exceed thirty-three per cent of the valuation of 
such abutting-propei'ty. 


T^ach application for. state aid in the construction, improve- 


ment, maintenance or repair of iupair of inter-county or main.mar- 
ket roads, shall be a properly certified .resolution that the county 
commissioners or township trustees stating that the public inter- 
est demands the improvement of the inter-county or main market 
road described, which may include-any portion of a highway m 
the limits of any village, when the same is a continuation of the 
proposed improvement, and the consent of the council of the vil- 
lage lias first been obtained.

Each application for stiite aid shall also contain ail agreement 


c lithe part of-the county commissioners or township trustees to 
pay one'-halflof the total cost including expanses of surveys. 


Tha owners of twenty-five'pci- cent or more of the lineal feet
